“Manurial Importance of 


For the Massachusetts Ploughman. 
LIGHT AND AIR FOR STOCK. 


BY ALEXANDER HYDE. 


It is one of the kina provisions of the 
Great Provider that those things which are 
most essential to the animal economy are 
abundant and cheap. Among the most 
essential though not generally sufficiently 
valued, we class light and air, and these we 
have without priee and without stint. The 
sun, the great fountain of light, comes every 
day pouring his benign rays upon our earth, 
and clothing it with life and beauty. Giving 
does not impoverish the resources of this 
mighty agent. For thousands and myriads 
of years, light bas been constagtly radiating 
\from the sun through infinite space, our 
| planet catching only an infinitesimal fraction 
of the vast amount which the glorious orb is 
| constantly dispensing. 
| Air exists in the same profusion. The 
j column of air extends into space some forty- 
| five or fifty miles, rising above the level of| 

the sea eight or nine times as high as our 
highest mountains. From this air the vege- 
table kingdom derives most of its nourish- 
ment, and on it the animal world relies for 
the constant vitalization of blood. We can 
live without food more days than we can 
minutes without air. Still this blessing 
comes without effort on our part, and so pro- 
fusely that we seldom think of its value 
either for ourselves or the inferior animals. 

As this is the season of the year when we

second sand, the third clay, the fourth 
swaley with a hard pan near its surface, the 
fifth muck. 

Commencing with the first section, I would 
remove all obetructions, such as rocks or 
stumps, then I would plough in the centre 
turning the furrows inward to the width of 
thirty feet, allowing the road to be forty feet 
wide. After ploughing sufficiently, I would 
taxe a pair of good horses with an iron 
scraper, and scrape out the sides cf the road 
onto the centre, continue ploughing and 
scraping until the centre of the road is 
from one foot and a half to two feet higher 
than the side ditches, bringing it into a true 
half cirele from the bottom of one ditch to 
the other. The object of ploughing in the 
centre of the road is so that it will settle 
even, leaving no cradle holes for the water to 
stand in. I would then harrow it thoroughly 
with a heavy harrow, and after removing all 
stone of any account, I would go over it 
twice with a bush, so as to level it if neoes- 
sary. 

Section Second, Sand.—This I would 
plough and scrape asin the first section, 
until the centre of the road is raised one foot, 
then I would cover it ten or twelve inches 





attention to the importance of furnishing 
them with sunshine and pure air. In the 
summer they roam abroad and enjoy their| 
priceless blessing, but in the winter they are | 
too often shut up where the blackness of | 
darkness reigns by day as well as by night, | 
and where the air becomes so contaminated | 
as to be no longer fit for respiration. Dis- 
ease ensues as a consequence of the loss of 
these cheap but indispensable gifts of a kind | 
Providence, and if the duml: beasts do not | 
die, they drag out their existence in untold} 
misery. 

The nature and effect of light are receiv- | 
ing increased attention from scientific men, | 
and farmers will do well to give heed to the | 
investigations of Bunsen, Kirchhoff and Mil- 
ler, if they wish to keep up with the times, 
and be profited by the researches of seience. 
Observing men have long known that sun-| 
light exerts a most beneficial influence on 
animal and vegetable life. The plant that 
grows in the shade is always pale and watery. 
The sunny side of the apple is the most 
highly colored, the best flavored, and most 
nutritious. Animals love to bask in the sun- 
shine, not merely.on account of its heat, but 
its life giving influences. Humanity feels 
depression in a dark, cloudy day, and a cor- 
responding exhilaration in the bright sun- 
shine. Dark and gloomy, light and cheer- 
ful have long been associated. Modern 
observation has taught us that the sunny 
| side of the house is the most healthy, and 


tal are most likely to recover. 

We do not propose to discuss the nature 
of light. Newton’s theory that light con- 
sisted of infinitesimal particles of matter, 
afterwards gave place to the theory that light 
is propagated like sound by infinitesimal 
waves. The spectroscope upsets all these 
speculations, and throws new light so to 
speak on sunshine. We are not quite ready 
to agree with Steinmetz that “light is 
metallic, that sunshine consists of a metallic 
shower, and bathes us with elementary iron, 
rodium, magnesium, calcium, chromium, 
nickel, barium, copper, and sine,” but we do 
agree with him that all animal and vegetable 
life can be traced to the “ archchemic sun.” 
Without sunlight plants cannot decompose 
the carbonic acid of the air and assimilate 
the carbon. Animals cannot, like plants, 
form from alimentary constituents the com- 
plicated chemical compounds, which they 
need to build up their structure. These are 
formed in vegetables by the aid of the mys- 
terious agents light, heat, and electricity, 
now supposed to be correlative forces, and 
as all animals subsist directly or indirectly 
on vegetables, they may be truly said to 
derive their life from the sun, for even the 
carnivorous animals prey upon those which 
are herbivorous. We would not forget the 
Great First Cause, that the sunshine is the 
instrument which He has used for myriads 
of years to build up the beautiful and useful 
structures in the vegetable and animal king- 
doms. The power which the sun has exerted 
on the earth for these long ages has not been 
lost. The heat, light, and vitality are latent 
in the vast coal beds stored away under the 
surface against a time of need. All the arti- 
ficial light and heat we now enjoy is but a 
resuirection of sunshine latent in some form 
of carbon. 

If plants cannot live without sunshine and 
animals become unhealthy when deprived of 
it, we must conclude that to shut up our 
stock in dark, damp cellars where the air is 
fall of contamination, is a cruelty whieh no 
merciful man will knowing'y inflict on 1's 
beast. We do not object to barn cellars, but 
let them be made light and airy. Windows 
can let in the light, and tubes should convey 
the vitiated air from the stables to the roof, 
and if the cellage are light, tubes should also 
bring in fresh air, By means of these tubes, 
most perfect ventilation can be secured, as 
the air heated by the fermenting excrements 
and by contact with the animals will be 
found constantly ascending through the high 
tubes as through a heated chimney. With 
every sunny day the animals should be let 
out into the yard to take a sun bath. Medi- 
cines may be given in doses, 
but light and air should be furnished without 
stint. Sol-pathy and eration will remedy 
many of the ills to which both man and beasts 
are heirs.

depth of fifteen inches with good coarse 
gravel, in order that the water can leech 
through the gravel and stones and run into 
the side ditches, harrow and bush as before 
until the road is brought into s half circle 
as before mentioned. 

Section Fourth, Swale.—With a hard pan 
near its surface, liableto be thrown up by 
rost. 

This I would underdrain by ploughing up 
the centre to the width of three feet, remov- 
ing the soil to the sides until I came to the 
hard pan, then I would build two side walls 
one foot high and one foot apart, leaving 
outlets as near each other as necessary to 
carry the water from the centre of the road to 
the side ditches; then I would cover the cul- 
vert with suitable stone five or six inches 
thick, then I would plough and scrape from 
the side ditches towards the centre, the 
ditches to be three feet wide and as low as 
the pan ; then I would cover it with coarse 
gravel to the depth of eighteen inches, le av- 
ing it in a half circle as in previous sections. 
Section Fifth, Muek or Mud.—On com- 
mencing this section, I would cut the side 
ditches four feet wide, and two feet deep 
removing the muck towards the centre, then 
I would cover with coarse gravel until I con- 
sidered it deep enough to make a dry road, 
harrow and level as described; in case that 
any part of this happens to be higher on one 
side than the other, there should be « cul- 
vert under the road eighteen inches in the 
clear, the water in the side ditches to be let 
off at all convenient places. We will now call 
this mile of road completed, and with a 
little repairing yearly, it will stand as a 
model road for years to come. In repairing 
this road, it can be done with a road scraper, 
which fills the ruts and centre of the road: 
and can be drawn with two yoke of oxen at 
the rate of one mile an hour. If this road is 
kept well turnpiked it will need no stop 
waters unless in some extreme cases, such 
as long hills for instance. 

A few ideas concerning road repairing and 
I will bring these remarks to a close. There 
are many serious obstacles in the way of the 
repairing of roads. A few of these I will en- 
deavor to enumerate. 

First, most of our roads, especially in the 
country, are altogether too narrow, many of 
them being laid out only twenty feet. Then 
again, the money appropriated is a highway, 
tax to be worked out in labor instead of 
cash.

FALL MANAGEMENT OF BEES. 


All honey for market should go this month 
and next. Any honey leaking from the glass 
boxes should be wiped away before packing. 
Paste heavy paper over the oféning, to keep 
out dust and insects. The cases to carry it in 
should be small, holding about fifty pounds, 
as mentioned last month. Boxes should not 
be placed one on the other, and the cases, in- 
stead of being just twenty-six inches long, 
by a foot wide, may be made to suit the size 
of box, varying from that length, if need be, 
one inch or two wider or longer. An exact 
St sbould be made sv that no sliding can 
take place in the cases. In handling, never 
allow the case to drop, even one inch, never 
slide it on the floor, allowing it to strike on 
something solid, breaking the combs, ruining 
their beauty, and wasting the honey. Give 
the carriers to understand that these things 
must be observed, and if they are, it will go 
— Send by canal when practical. Until 
bee keepers are convinced of the necessity 
of removing ali infected colonies by this 
time in the season at least, we must expect 
a continuation of the spread of the disease. 

We will not discuss its origin; we know 
it is contagious; we know too if put out of 
the way on its first appearance, that it cannot 
spread. Bees must not be allowed access to 
a particle of the contents of such a hive un- 
til purified. The hive may be cleansed for 
further use by thorough scalding or exposure 
to the weather for one winter. Those who 
wish to get their bees in larger hives can do 
it better now than in severe cold weather. It 
is much less trouble to transfer than one 
without experience would suppose. 

The experienc + the past summer, of Hazen, 
Novice, Hetherington, and Quimby & Root, 
indicates that if our bees pay us liberally, 
we must be liberal to them. Provide plenty 
of room, convenient of access, which room 
we propose to supply with furniture in shape 
of artificial comb ready for use, never doubt- 
ing that our industrious little friends will 
show their sense of indebtedness, by imme- 
diately acceding and using it to the best ad- 
vantage. 

Our bee-men, with small means that can 
afford room for only a few combs and bees, 
and very little honey, and are very incom- 
moded by the crowd, would do well to pro- 
vide for better accommodation for their ten- 
ants, or fall behind progressive bee keepers.

ARTIFICIAL IMPREGNATION. 


We are glad to know that some of our 
Canadian bee keepers are turning their at- 
tention to artificial impregnation of queens. 
We have succeeded once in three cases tried 
this season. L 

J. Maitland, Kilmarnock, writes as fol- 

lows: 
“JT succeeded ia introducing the Italian 
queen received from ygmall right; her 
brood is nice and bright—am well pleased 
with her. The Italian bee, when pure bred, 
appears milder in disposition than the black 
bee. I cannot say so with the hybrids. 

“Tam trying to breed queens and have 
them impregnated in confinement, on Mrs. 
Tupper’s plan. I have not proved it out as 
fully as I expect to this season, but I have 
plans working which I think will test the 
matter beyond dispute. 

“ About two weeks ago I took two youn 
queens out of my impregnating boxes an 
put them into hives about five miles away, 
where there are none but black bees kept. 
If they produce pure Italians it will be an- 
other proof of the system. A few days 
since I had the bees and queen leave one of 
my nucleus hives—no doubt for want of 
brood in the hive. I succeeded in catching 
the queen, placed her in the impregnating 
box, where I kept her for about 48 hours, 
and returned her to a nucleus hive; in two 
and a half days she was laying eggs.

around the gar- 
den, and the fosls have tree range every- 
where else, on nine-tenths of the farm. The 
hens begin to lay in the spring, when warm 
weather comes on, and, as they find but few 
attractive places in the hedge rows, they lay 
in boxes and barrels; in corners of the 
wood-sheds ; in empty mangers, and sundry 
nooks about the barns and outbuildings. 
When they want to sit, they are not moved, 
but are set where they have laid, and no 
more is thought of them until one after 
another they come off with their broods. 
The hens are usually cooped, and the chicks 
run; the hen sharing the feed with the 
brood. The result is, that before the chicks 
are old enough to do well without m»ternal 
care, the hen begins to lay, and deserts ‘or 
drives away her young ones. Such chicks 
are checked in their growth, and are never 
so | and fine as when cared for for a 
longer time by the hen. 

Later in the season the hens will “ steal” 
their nests; that is hide them away in the 
hedge-rows and bushes, under /oundations, 
and in out-of-the-way places. If one is 
missed at the morning feeding time, it is 
supp sed she is sitting; and in due time 
she will probably bring ou’ a brood, hatch- 
ing every egg of the 15 or 18 which she can 
cover. She will be let alone in all probabili- 
ty, and rear a beautiful brood of chickens, 
losing but few, if any, and allow them to 
follow her until long after she has com- 
menced laying again. When she finally 
drives them frem her they will be either ac- 
customed to roost with her, or well able to 
take care of themselves by night and by day. 

The second brood will probably be the 
larger and better at Christmas. 

e advise everybody tha: can do so to 
keep fowls, and to make a fancy of some 
yoy breed. Nine out of ten ought to 

eep but one pure breed. All the cocks of 
the yard should be of this kind. When 
careful breeding is attempted, the cocks 
should all be separated from the hens, and 
towards evening the hens driven into sepa- 
rate enclosures, that each cock = be 
placed with his own hens. When they have 
gone to roost, they must again be separated. 
This course will be beneficial to the hens, 
because they will have a free run all the 
time, while it will be no less beneficial to 
their mates. 

The breeds most likely to give satisfac- 
tion, where the winters are cold and the 
breeder is a novice, are Light Brahmas, Col- 
ored Dorkings, Cochins of any color except 
black, Houdans, and Guilders. To these 
we add, if ability to fly is no objection, Leg- 
horns, and Dominiques. After a few years’ 
experience, breeds will commend themselves 
to the fancier, according to his facilities and 
the fashion of ° eee For aed ae 
ways prevailing fashions try fan- 
a cal these govern the ae a fowls 
and the estimation in which they are held. 
The following breeds, while they require 
careful breeding, may be highly recommend- 
ed as always useful and valuable: Dark 
Brahmas, Games, Black Spanish, all of the 
Hamburghs, all of the Polands, all of the 
French fowls, especially the La Fleche, and 
not omitting the Creveceur. To meet with 
success as a breeder of Bantams, one must 
be a first-class fancier in the full meaning of 
that word—which, as we understand it, is 
one who brings to bear upon the rearing of 
breeds which he fancies, all his skill and 
care, and all the know he can gain, 
without regard to whether it pays or not.—

Miscellaneous. 
ANIMALS IN THE WEST. 


It is not alone the fact that it costs ten 
times as much for the transportation of a 
dollars’ worth of cereals as for the same 
value in animal products, that I recommend 
more attention to the live stock of the farm. 
That is a question of markets and present 
profits. It is also a question of fertility, of a 
systematic and rational agriculture, and the 
future v»lue and permanent productiveness 
of the farm. I have the satisfaction of 
knowing that the true philosophy underlying 
this question is well understood by many 
farmers in Illinois, and, as a consequence, 
that some sections of your fertile area is 
yearly increasing in productive value through 
the restorative agency of stock farming. 

The high rentals in England are optained 
by the restorative effect of green cropping 
and meat production; the feeding of the 
refuse of beets in France and Germany, on 
the beet sugar farms, results in more beef 
and mutton, and more wheat, in addition to 
the sugar, than were secured under the old 
system. So it will be in Iliinois with any 
system that shall enable its farmers to carry 
increased numbers of farm stock ; with the 
increase of cattle there will come, in due 
course of crop rotations, increase of cereals, 
vegetables, and fruits required for the use of 
man. 

It is gratifying to learn that the farmers of 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, and other wheat 
growing States, are feeling an increasing 
interest in farm stock, and enlarging the num- 
ber of their herds. They are learning wis- 
dom by the sad experience of last year’s 
prices. 

In view of the despondency so prevalent 
of late among wool growers, allow me to call 
your attention to accounts of profit and loss 
received from our correspondents, which 
show conclusively, that while some by their 
own exhibit have lost money in keeping 
sheep, others have realized a profit that 
should satisfy any reasonable expectation, 
and it clearly appears that these losses have 
been the direct result of that despondency, 
leading to neglect and carelessness, and that 
the profits have come naturally from increased 
attention, judicious adaptation to changing 
circumstances, and a moderate exhibition of 
pluck and persistence. Sheep left to the 
mercy of acab and foot rot, or exposed to the 
severity of winter storms, or the risk of star- 
vation in seeking subsistence under the snow, 
or at the base of the straw stack, should not 
be ex to secure a satisfactory balance 
sheet at the reckoning day. 

There is a scarcity, notwithstanding our 
assumed surplus of sheep, of juicy, fat, and 
savory mutton. Its production is every- 
where a concomitant of good farming, and 
as lands advance in price, and the tastes and 
purses of consumers favor the change, good 
fat mutton and heavy spring lambs wiil be 
produced abundantly and profitably upon the 
prairies of the west. But should a farmer 
make the mistake of keeping a flock of mut- 
ton sheep year after year for their wool alone 
it should surprise no one to hear the com- 
_— that mutton sheep are not profitable. 
There is abundant room in this country both 
for the long and the short wools, and I hope 
never to see the time when their numbers 
shall be less than at present.

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HOW TO MAKE FARMING PAY IN 
NEW ENGLAND. 
Editor Massachusetts Ploughman : 

An old lady once said, “ that sailors must 
have an ensy time of it, for all they had to 
do was to put up their sails and let the wind 
blow them along.” Very much like this is a 
prevalent idea of farming among classes of 
people not practicaily acquainted with it. 
An idea formed partly from newspaper 
statements of large crops, and partly from a 
painful practical knowledge of the retail 
prices of the provision dealer. Farming is 
seen in the distance, enchantment lendirg its 
aid. The “ whispering breeze through shady 
groves,” “the iivulet winding by mossy 
banks,” the “ plaintive lowing of the cattle,”’ 
reach and make their impress on the souls of 
the city denizens, tired with brick walls, and 
the jostle and bustle of city life. These are 
all true ;—realities to be enjoyed; but the 
farmer deals with facts in connection with 
those which to the city man rob them of their 
romance. A little girl once riding in the 
country with her parents, sew with great 
delight a flock of sheep feeding in a meadow. 
With imagination all aglow, from pictures 
and story books, she sprang from the car- 
riage, and ran towards them; but her ardor 
was lessened when she found hereelf in mire 
and water, and the sheep instead of coming 
at her call, flying, frightened away. 

With romantic ideas and high wrought 
fancies, the city man buys a farm, doubting 
not but that wealth and happiness will natu- 
rally flow upon him. He buys of a broker, 
from an advertisement skillfully framed and 
fancifully worded. He comes with city tastes, 
ideas, and habits, and without any real practical 
knowledge of his new business. The fact is 
a common one, and we are familiar with the 
result; we can predict it with almost cer- 
tainty in every case. If he has money, we 
expect to see a generous outlay on the farm 
buildings, adding much to their beauty and 
attractiveness ; unstinted supply of latest 
improved and costly farming tools and 
machines; fancy, high priced breeds of 
domestic animals; stylish harnesses and 
wagons; in short, style and fancy everywhere 
and in everything ; necessary, indispensable, 
to a successful business in the city, and not 
incongruous, unharmonious on the farm; 
but asa monied investment will not pay. 
His crops, from to him unforeseen arid inex- 
plicable causes, fall far short of his expecta- 
tions ; everything goes wrong, and he finds 
his capital yearly lessening. Soon the farm 
finds its way back to the broker’s hands, and 
our friend retires to the city, sick and dis- 
gusted with farming. Not less so is his wife, 
to whom the quiet of the country, and the 
cares of the farm have proved uncongenial 
to acquired tastes and habits. 

While we practical farmers deplore the 
final result of the city man’s farming attempt. 
we cordially welcome him to our midst 
Such an one ie a positive good to the town 
in which he settles. Not only do his meth- 
ods and improvements give to farming « 
tinge of romance, lifting it above the !svel 
of common drudgery and servile toil, but 
shrewd, observant, practical farmers glean 
lessons of wisdom, and coin gold from his 
unstinted experiments. And if in a moment 
of disgust and disappointment he throws his 
farm upon the market at a price less than its 
cost, the practical Yankee farmer is not slow 
to secure it with its improvements. 

Partly from another source are erroneous 
ideas of farming engendered and fostered,— 
the writings and speeches on farming from 
men who have no practical know ledge of it. 
Thus we see that a prominent New York 
paper calls a man to take charge of its agri- 
cultural department who candidly admits at 
the outset that he knows nothing of farming, 
yet he assumes the position of instructing 
practical farmers! Would any one in ques- 
tions of law seek or accept the opinion of « 
man who never opened a law book ? Does the 
merchant or the banker consult the clergy- 
man in matters of ventures end investments ? 
Rather does not common sense teach us that 
a man’s opinion of what he has no knowledge 
is valueless? Why then shall farmers be 
expected to look for advice to an instructor 
of this class. At our agricultural fairs, the 
erators, be they lawyers, politicians, or men 
of other professions, almost invariably dwei 
on the dignity, honor, and in general terms, 
of the profit of farming. The sameness of 
the oft repeated dose excites nausea, and but 
little are we really instructed! What would 
be thought of a man who should address a 
body of merchants, on the dignity and profi 
of mercantile business? Or of lawyers or 
physicians in regard to the honor and profit 
of their respective professions ? A little flat- 
tery occasionally, if delicately served, is not 
unpalatable ; but farmers are not ali so igno- 
rant and gross as to accept it wholesale ; and 
if any one desires to instruct us, we shall be 
happy to hear him on any point in farming 
on which his knowledge is superior to ours. 
From these different causes the public 
mind is to-day agitated with the questions, 
Does farming pay, and, How to make farm- 
ing pay. 

It seems singular that the public mind 
should have fixed and definite ideas of 
every profession snd line of business except 
farming. Strange however as it may appear 
about this it seems to be completely be- 
fogged; and the questions above stated 
are revolved over and over, looked at on 
both sides, discussed,—and still various and 
conflicting opinions prevail. The matter is 
looked at by different classes from different 
standpoints, and through various lights. 
My standpoint is this ;—born and bred on a 
farm, ancestors farmers as far back as my 
knowledge reaches, in a purely farming com- 
munity, my associations were with the farm, 
and farming was ever to mea source of 
pleasure. Commencing on my own account 
at the age of twenty-one, on a few acres of 
land, and in circumstances near the bottom 
of the ladder, and now though only after 
twelve years’ trial, my experience and obser- 
vation confirm me in the opinion that farming 
isthe most, healthful, natural, and desirable 
business, and in a pecuniary sense, sure and 
reasonably satisfactory; that failures to 
make farming pay are due only to s want of 
a right adaptation of means to the end. 

Our city friend tells he cannot make farm- 
ing pay. Why? simply because he does not 
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understand the business, and fails to make ¢ 
right adaptation of means tothe end. The 
public mind labors under the wrong impres- 
sion that anybody can farm successfully, On 
the contrary it should be viewed in the same 
light with any other business requiring 
thorough practical knowledge. But farming 
has this exeeption, it is more difficult to 
master. Three years application to almost 
any other business, will furnish a man with 
the requisite knowledge to follow it, but no 
three years will do that on the farm. A lit- 
tle practical information may be sufficient to 
ensure success in raising a single crop in one 
season; but the raising and selling of varied 
and successive crops, the rearing or buying, 
caring for, and fina) disposition of the farm 
stock, the ready practical solution of all 
questions from seasons, soils, manures, &c., 
everything in fact coming unde: the head of 
farm management involves a knowledge and 
judgment requiring lorg years of study and 
practice, and which not even a life time 
would serve to maks perfect. 

One other vital point to success is the 
choice of a farm. Our young men look to 
the west, and many, anda constantly in- 
creasing number of farms in New Eng! nd, 
wait for a purchaser. The civilization of 
New England is abandoned for prairie wilds, 
destitute of roads, churches, schoo] houses, 
and home markets. He raises larger crops’ 
and though at a less rate, is successful. So 
would he be under the same conditions here. 
By going west he escapes whatever evils 
society may have thrown around him; frees 
himeelf from the necessity of “ keeping up 
appearances,” so called, which means svci- 
ety’s demand for style, show and extrava- 
gance; there he secures good land at a low 
rate and fora house the “log hut” answer- 
ing well. 

Speaking witha man not long since who 
was interested in the lumbering business in 
New Hampshire, I was surprised at his 
statement of the cost of his steam mili; but 
learned that the policy was to put in good 
machinery and let the covering be anything 
that would serve for protection. That mill 
was successful. The same idea applies to 
successful farming. Whatever is to the 
point, of real value, is to be secured. Toa 
young man of limited means, every dollar 
invested in superfluities, at the start, is 
worse than wasted ; it helps to roll up a bur- 
den for aching shoulders. Let the young 
man then have the moral courage to go 
“ West” in New England, returning what- 
ever is of real value in its civilization, and 
gradually as the profit of the farm will ad- 
mit, beautify his home and its surroundings. 
The tendency of the day is to the city and 
the village, thereby throwing farms in the 
outskirts of towns into the market. This is 
the young man’s opportunity. Good farms 
with fair buildings can be had at low prices, 
and for practical farming are worth more 
than if situated in the village. The society 
and wisdom of those, who habitually, even- 
ings and rainy da‘\s at the country store, are 
ever ready to enlighten on “ law,” town af- 
fairs, politics, or gossip, can be dispensed 
with, to say the least, not only by the farm- 
er but by his help. 

To the young man then with competent 
abilities and practical knowledge, who has 
secure¢ his farm with an eye te its real value, 
there remains for him to follow his business 
with the same earnestness and devotion de- 
manded for success in any other business ; 
he is not only a laborer but a student; and 
whatever light and intormation he may gain 
is 6o muc: invested capital. Agricultural 
papers and books are not to be swallowed 
whole, but read and digested. 

The remark is often made to me, and even 
by farmers, that “ farming don’t pay,” but 
such @ person never gains credit with me by 
such a statement; for I refer his failure to 
incapacity, ignorance, or indoience. 

Money is not the chief end of life nor the 
only good derived from the farm. Health, 
home, independence, a quiet conscience, and 
the comforts of life, are enjoyed by the farm- 
er, and to be considered as a part of his re- 
ward.

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MAKING WINTER BUTTER. 
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As prime butter, without fault in flavor, 
always commands a high price, and an ar'i 
cle made perfect in the dead of winter, with 
all the nutty taste of the best Orange county 
summer grass butter, would make an extra 
high figure, why not produce such a quality, 
and make a kind of harvest at the season of 
the year when nothing is done, or wore 
than naught, by some ) Bathe Some may 
say, “it cannot be done in this State ;” but 
L have done it in the north and the south, in 
States fairly representing all the others ; it 
can be done, and very easily, in any part of 
the Union, with no more trouble than is 
taken in the production of soapy stuff. Grow 
some mangolds and carrots; cut some grass 
just as it has come into bloom, and give it 
plenty of field room, turning it often that it 
may dry uniformiy and be a sweet, bright 
looking article of hay. When winter com- 
mences, begiu feeding the cows in milk with 
these roots and the beautiful hay, and if some 
corn meal is shaken over or mixed with 
roots, so muci. the better for the cows, 
the butter and the manure; the corn meal 
will be well paid for, though hay alone of the 
description alluded to will make first class 
butter. The right kind of food given to the 
cows is the first step toward making fine 
butter, and without this being done the best 
i id in the whole world cannot manip- 
ulate their milk into the desired article. I 
believe there are some men who have an idea 
that it is a kind of extravagance to have cows 
in milk during the winter; who think calves 
cannot be raised which are dropped in the 
autumn, and believe man ought to do like 
the squirrels—put everything in store for the 
cold season. Let them eat the tub and 
potted butter; but, while fresh butter with 
others is appreciated, and so long as there is 
a market for first class produce of every kind, 
allow farther seeing men to provide the essen- 
tials for supplying the demand. 

Salt butter in England is considered very 
little better than hog’s lard, and is never 
brought on any respectable person’s table. 
It is used occasionally on toast, and a good 
deal in making pastry, but fresh butter and 
fresh meat are eaten by everybody in com- 
fortable circumstances, except that cold 
boiled bam and rashers of broiled bacon are 
very common for the breakfast.—Country

INTERESTING DISCUSSION.

First Day---Tuesday, Dec. 138. 


A public meeting of the State Board of 
Agriculture was opened ‘in the town hall at 
Framingham on Tuesday last. At twelve 
o'clock the meeting was called to order by 
the Hon. Marshall P. Wilder, and a brief 
address of weloome was made by the Hon. 
C. C. Esty, in behalf of the citizens of the 
town, who, he said, would do all in their 
power to make the atay of their visitors 
pleasant and agreeable. 

Mr. G. B. Brown, president of the Mid- 
dlesex South Agricultural Society, welcomed 


society which he represented, and a few

Addres of len. Marshall FP. Wilder. 


Mc. Wiliersaid he was present at the incep- 
tion and organization of the Boar! of Agriculture 
twenty yoars ago, and he gave a short sketch of 
the bistery of the Board since that time. The 
suggestion on which the orgin of the society 
was based emanated from the Norfolk Agriculta- 
ral Society January 28, 1851, and on the 20th of 
March following a convention of delegates from 
the several agricultural societies of the State wus 
held at the State House. The result of that 
meeting was the organization of the present 
Board, on the 3d of September of that year, and 
the next year it was inc rporated. Public inter- 
est in the doings of tne Board, and the matters rt 
had uoder consideration, had so increased that 
ten thousand copies of their report were insoffi- 
cient to supply the demand for them. Its influ- 
ence had extended into other States, which hed 
modelled their public system of agriculture by 
that of Massachusetts. The i.troduction of 
~ breeds of cattie into the State, the estab- 
ishment of the State Agricultural College and 
the extirpation of the pleuro-pneumonia were 
largely due'to the labors of the Board of Agri- 
cult: re, and the interest which its meetings and 
disec.ssions had awakened. The action of the 
Board in conjanction with the various local +o- 
cieties and the United Stites Agricultaral So- 
ciety, was referred to in connection with an in- 
teresting review of the general progress in the 
useful arts since the Board was founded. Mr. 
Wilder paid an earnest tribute to the past mem- 
bers of the Boar!, and elcsed by expressing his 
confidence in its increasing usefulness and pros- 
perity. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The subject announced for consideration 
in the afternoon was 


which was opened by an exceedingly able 
and instructive address from the Secretary 
of the Board. 


Address of Hon. Charles L. Flint. 


Mr. Flint, in the openiag portion of his address, 
said that it was written to promote discussion on 
& suhject especially important at the present 
time, with a view to legislation and a change in 
the present system of road making, which noto- 
riously fails to accomplish the ends for which it 
was created. Every farmer, every owner of real 
estate had a vital interest in the perfection of the 
roads which led to their land, and especially the 
roads that led from it to the natural market. 
With a view to obtain some knowledge of the 
condition of the roads in the State, the last legis- 
lature had passed a resolve instituting certain 
inquiries, and in reply to those inquiries Mr 
Flint had received the following statistics: 218 
cities and towns reported that there are in the 
aggregate 2513 surveyors. 257 cities and towns 
report an aggregate of 14,954 miles of road, cost- 
ing for revairs yearly, $1,135,142 32, or an aver- 
age of about $74 per mile. The total cost to the 
cities is $613,746.10, or an average ot $533.70 per 
mile, and 246 towns without the cities report an 
aggregate of 13,804 miles, costing for re 
yearly $521,396.22, or an average of $37.70 per 
mile. 165 cities and towns report that the road 
teXes are paid im money; 64 that they are psid 
in labor, and 28 that they are paid in both labor 
aud money, in different proportions. 187 cities 
and towns report an aggregate of $155,786.30, 
for the past five years, for damages and lega! 
defence in consequence of alleged defects in the 
roads; and 70 towns report that nothing has 
been paid for damages. The average amount of 
damages paid by the cities and towns, so far as 
heard from, is about $606 for each five years, or 
avout #2 per mile annually. The average 
amount of damages paid by the cities is about 
9106.93 per mile aunuaily. The largest amouut 
expended by a city on its highways is by Boston, 

$25,000; and the largest emount paid by towns 
was by Somerville and West Roxbury, $20,000 
each The ten towns in the Commonwealth 
which pay the largest amounts annually for 
repairs of highway are: West Roxbury, $20,000, 
Somerville, $20,000; Newton, $12,509; Haver- 
hill (now a city) $12,282; Watertown, $10,000; 
Waltuam, $7000; Dedham, $8500; Barre, $6400; 
Malden, $5000. The ten towns having the la gest 
umber of miles ot highway are: Che lmstord 
475, Adams 200, Sutton 150, Winchendon 125, 
Pittsticld 155, Monson 120, New Marlborough 
112, Attleborough 110, Audover 110, Dartmouth 
112. The cities report their number of wiles of 
highw y to be: Boston 195, Worcester 150, Cam- 
widge 160, Taunton 275, New Bedford 87, Saiem 
4), Springfield 60, Charlestown 20, Lowell 98. 
two hundred and fifty-six towns and ten cities, 
without Boston, report an ager gate of 14,759 
miles, costing for repairs yearly, $810,142.32, or 
au average of about $54 per mile. The towns 
having the largest number of surveyors gener- 
ally pay the smaliest amounts for repairs. 

Mr. Flint, in proceeding with his subject, said 
that our roads were neither laid out properly nor 
constructed as roads ought to be, and it was time 
we had something better. It was a principle 
well established among engineers that roads 
should be so substantially constructed that the 
eost of maintenance shoud be reduced to the 
minimum. The fundamental principles of for- 
mation and construction should be studied and 




















in ali localities. One of these general principles 
was that the nearer the location of the road 
approximated to a straight line the better; bat 
+| a straight line which did not, at the same time, 
admit of a level profile, would often lose the 
advantage of being (he shortest distance Letween 
two places; aud it has been laid down as a gen- 
erel rule that you may increase the length of a 
road to avoid a hill to twenty times the height 
that is to be saved by such increase. 

In regard to mistakes in the construction of 
road beds, Mr. Flint said that the common error 
iu roads Over a gravelly and hilly country, and 
over a flat country with a stiff or clayey soil, was 
that the curvature of the travelled portion of the 
road at the side was so abrupt as to make it dan- 
serous to turn out on meeting a carriage. A road 
ought to be formed so at to induce travel over 
aii parts of it,—the evils of too great convexity 
were manifold, and a vastly better form was that 
of two inclined planes meeting in the centre, 
g| With the angle oi junction at the top slightly 
rounded by a curve. The transverse slope shouid 
f\ increase with the longitudinal inclination, and 
shoul. always a little exceed it. The neglect to 
pick up and remove the small, loose stones that 
t) are constantly working through improperly ap- 
plied material was a common defect in the oare of 
reads. No money could be better spent than in 
remedying this evil. Another common defect in 
repairing roads was the want of proper attention 
to drainage, and many roads needed entire re- 
construction. Roads needed thorough drainage 
at the foundation as the first step toa perma- 
nent improvement in their condition. Asa gen- 
eral rule there ought two be to independent sys- 
fitems of dramage, one to control the surface 
water by means of side ditches ana culverts, and 
another to dram the foundation, and for the 
latter properly laid \ile drains were on the whole 
the cheapest. Catch waters ov steep grades were 
often made too high, and instead of being made 
to cross the road diagonally, they should be made 
in the shape of an inverted V, su as to divide the 
water. Another mistake was to plough up the 
side ditch»s and throw the material back into the 
centre of the driveway, and the prom scucus use 
of the plough and scraper was condemned. They 
should never be used in crowning up a road trom 
the sides. The material for making good roads 
screened gravel and crushed rocks, coul i be found 
in nearly every part of the State, and there was 
no excuse for using poor material. It would be 
better economy for a town to invest a few hun- 
dred doilars in a good stone crusher and a heavy 

olier than to pay men a dollar or two dollars a 
day to stand out their road tax leaning u their 
hoe handles. The work upon the seade eighs 
ve made the medium of one of the grandest char- 
ities which a small town has in its power to be- 
stow, by employing the poor and worthy people, 
instead of seuding them to the «lmhouse. 

One of the striking evils of the present system 
f| Was & want of uniformity throughout the State, 

or over any considerable extent of territory. 
the condition of our great hishways constituted

so very important an element of the wealth and 
comfort and safety of the whole public, it ought 
not to be allowed to depend on the short sighted 
view of economy, or perhaps the indolence or in- 
difference, of every small town through which 
the roads might happen to pass. The present 
system allowed towns to elect a multitude of 
surveyors without reference to their competency, 
who did only enough t0 keep the road passable, 
and that at times when it was most eonvenient 
for themselves. A dollar spent in April, or when 
the frost was coming out of the ground, was 
worth more than two in June or July, and more 
than five at alater date. Surveyors were not 
kept in office for any length of time, and if they 
acquired a knowledge of their business the town 
did not get benefit of it. The practice of allow- 
ing the taxes to be worked out on the road was 
unsound in principle, and ought to be done awe 
— by the one hundred towns which still cling 
to it. 

As a remedy for existing evils, Mr. Flint eug- 
gested that the law might require that the whole 
supervision of roads be vested in the board of 
selectmen, who should be obliged to appoint a 
thoroughly competent superintendent, who 
should bold bs office for aterm of years, not 
less than three and perhaps not more than five, 
subject to removal only for good cause, to whom 
should be committed the entire res: bility of 
the repairs of roads, and who ld have a 
sufficient force of workmen permanently employ- 
ed to make permanent improvements and to keep 
up the roads. It might be well also to require 
by law that at least one-half the money raised 
should be devoted to making permanent improve- 
ments. 

Another plan suggested was that towns be 
authorized to elect « road master for a term of 
years, under whose direction a1 the surveyors 
for the year should work, and to whom 
they should be responsible. He should have a 
liberal salary and give his attention to 
the repairs, alterations, etc. Another plan was 
to au the towns to elect a board of say

required. They had purchased, aleo, a 
heavy roller, without which it was impossi- 
ble to have macadamiszed roads. 

The radical defect of Newton roads, 
like most of the roads in the State, was that 
they were too narrow, and this defect was 
not likely to be remedied while the County 
Commissioners ordered the 1oads to be laid 
out only twenty two feet wide, and required 
that they should have a rise of a foot in the 
twenty-two feet. No drainage was required, 
except culverts across where the water would 
be likely to a on one = or the 
other of the road. It was u 
to make a good road wins me mclent 
drainage. Any enlightened road-maker 
would as soon think of improving his mea- 
dow without putting a drain through it, as 
of building a road without drainage; leav- 
ing the water to stand end te under 
it. There were hundreds, perhsps thou- 
sands, of miles in Massachusetts where it 
was impossible for one carriage to pass 
another without turning out on one side. 

Another difficulty grew out of the defto- 
tive manner of constructing the roads, the 
eoil not being removed, but the road simply 
rounded up by the use of the plough, the 
scraper and the shovel, leaving it in such a 
condition that in the Spring the water would 
settle in the ruts and make a horria road. 

The most perfect road he had ever seen 
was the Chestnut Hill Reservoir road, which 
was a macadamised road, eighty feet wide, 
with a rise of perhaps six inches in that 
eighty feet. He knew such a road cost a 
great deal of money, and he did not expect 
the small towns of the State to build such 
expensive roads, but he thought by the 
adoption of a more judicious and intelli 
system, they could — improve i 
roads, at an expense, in long run, less 
than the amount they expended under the 
present short-sighted system. He adhered 
to the motto which he adopted many years 
ago, that any thing which is worth doing is 
worth doing well. 

In the first place, said Mr. Hyde, let us 
have wider streets to begin with, and then 
let ua have them properly constructed.

They 
were not talking about the Chestnut Hill 
reservoir, nor Newton, but the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, and the best way 
of getting the best roads in the State. He 
believed that the best roads were those which 
the people of Massachusetts could aflord to 
build in their own localities. The town of 
Newton was a rich town and could afford to 
have good roads, and he did not blame them 
for macadamising their roads, but it was not 
the character of their highways that attract- 
ed population and wealth there, it was be- 
cause it was a healthy spot to live in, and 
because the people were moral and well 
behaved. 

He did not believe in perfectly level roads. 
If he was going te drive his fifty or 
sixty miles a day he did not want to put him

In regard te the width of roads, he thought 
eighteen feet was a good width for roads in 
the country.

KING WILLIAM EMPEROR. 

The German States liave by unanimous 
consent conferred upon King William of 
Prussia the title of Emperor of Germany, a 
title which has been extinct for several gen- 
erations. The wonderful military power and 
successes of Prussia have fairly entitled her 
and her sovereign .o this preeminence, and 
the King has accepted the honor. While the 
war with France has been going on, the rest- 
less statesmanship of Bismarck bas united 
the whole German people in bonds of politi- 
eal union etill more strongly than even be- 
fore, and now the dream and aspiration of 
the people for an united Germany has been 
realised and aceomplished. 

In the early part of the last century Prus- 
sia was but an Electorate and petty dukedom 
in the German system, and the population 
was only a million anda half. At the be- 
ginning of the war thirty millions were either 
directly subjects of the Prussian crown, or 
represented and governed by it for every 
purpose of diplomatic weight and military 
power. Now eight millions more of the 
population of the South German States 
whose national sympathies have been shown 
by the war to be prominent over every local 
and political feeling, have joingd their for- 
tunes to those of Prussia, and the united 
German Nation now by the admission of all 
e joys the primacy of Europe in her intelli- 
gence, power and influence.

Their strategy thus 
far has been crowned with entire success. 

Gen. Manteuffel, with a large corps of the 
arniy was reported at last accounts to be 
marching on Havre, having overcome all 
opposition. The French army of the north 
has substantially withdrawn from the field, 
as it was too small and poorly equipped to 
contend with the corps sent against them.
